Keying action is 
also fast and clean. My comfortable limit on CW is about 30 WPM and the 
"Micro" can exceed that easily. >> 


I would just like to add my concurrence to Dave's comments. I acquired a 
couple of the little Micro paddles from Dennis when I went to Arkiecon last 
spring. Actually, I got to play with one first at Jay Bromley's house 
shortly after I arrived in Ft. Smith. I was very impressed with how well it 
worked, particularly in light of the fact that it is just about as small as 
you can make a paddle and still have something functional! The Micro is the 
hands down winner of the "most portable" class of paddles. The fact that it 
works so well is pure frosting on the cake. 


I also bought one of Dennis's bigger (but not that big) TE-NE-KEYS at the 
same time, and it is a winner as well. It has the same functional design as 
the Micro, but is huskier and is generally intended to be operated from the 
table top like other paddles. I like it very much as well. 


Dennis is a very innovative guy. Furthermore, he turns these ideas into 
quality products! I don't think you would be sorry if you parted with a few 
bucks to get one of his creations, particularly if you are looking for 
something to haul around for whatever reason. These don't replace a WBL or 
Schurr (IMHO). Maybe this doesn't make sense, but in my view you lose that 
"feel" of the higher class paddles but not the ability to send quality CW. 
These paddles fit a lot of "need" specs for portable or backpacking, etc.

After testing I discoverd the lengths I calculated were wrong. I used the 
simple: 


length in feet = (468/frequency in MHz) 


and got the lengths for 40, 30, 20 and 17 meters. So re-calculated and 
everything works right except 15 meters. 


Talking about one of 2 sides which are the same here is the length 
used and it works good: 


Center to first insulator = 12.9 feet = 12 feet 11 inches 
First to second insulator = 3.7 feet = 3 feet 8 inches 
Second to third insulator = 6.52 feet = 6 feet 6 inches 
Third insulator to end = 9.83 feet = 9 feet 10 inches 


At each insulator the 2 wires have mating plugs on them so it can 
be shorted out when needed. The insulators are small pieces of perf board 
and the wire is tied to an end of it with a square knot. You need 6 
insulators and a center insulator which is much larger and has the coax 
tied to it that feeds the antenna. The coax has 4 ferrite beads taped on 
to serve as a balun where the coax attaches to the balanced antenna. 


I made the 40 meter section resonant at 7.1 MHz which is best for 
40 but makes 15 meters bad. I have a high SWR at 21.02 but it gets better 
as you go up and is best at 21.35 MHz. 


The whole antenna, wire, insulators, coax and rope is in a large 
plastic zip top bag. This will fit in my backpack with ease and it's 
light.

This idea sounds like a good opertunity to get QRP-Lers on the air. There 
are a lot who don't care for the Fox Hunts who may enjoy a different activity 
such as # collecting. 


When I got relicenced about 6 years ago, I discovered Fists and really 
enjoyed meeting Fists on the air and the challange of the Century Award 
Program. For me, it took a lot of the preassure out of those early QSO's. 
My skills were not up to contesting, nor my interest, and the activity gave 
me operating challanges. 


Hams at all levels may enjoy it but I think it is especially good for 
beginners. I know that a lot of kit rigs don't tune into the Novice band but 
we do have QRP freqs up there Even though there is a lot of racket in the 
novice band, we need to use those freqs rather then loose them. The 
original Novice QRP freq is 7.010 and we have adopted the area around 7.140 
for the Cub hunts. 


Concerning the original post on this subject, 7.048 is real close to W1AW, 
maybe a little too close. Some years ago, before I knew there freqs, I was 
QRMing the W1AW code practice one night by mistake. It was a high speed 
night and I was just thinking how relentless that QRM was, that guy just 
never let up. All of a sudden, my head phones literally started junping on 
my head. AC5JH QRM W!AW CODE PRACTICE. 

I was terrably embarrased but from that night on, I never forgot the W1AW 
freqs. I sent them a QSL card with an appology and believe it or not, got 
one back. It was a SWL card rather them an actual QSL but had a note, 
"Accidents Happen" 73. 


One more thought and I will get outa here. Some people feel that a brief QSO 
of this type is a bad thing. These QSO's don't have to be brief and can turn 
into really enjoyable rag chews. They can also be brief QSO's with the 
exchange of a Howdy and a number. Nothing too wrong with it either way. 
Sometimes I want to rag chew and some evenings, I just want to see what 
states I can work or look for a now one. 

Years ago, I got a QSL card form K9FRHJ. it had this poem on it and has 
effected the way I look at QSO's ever since. 


"Ships that pass each other in the night, and speak each other in passing, 
Only a signal shown, and a distant voice in the darkness; 

So on the ocean of life, we pass and speak one another. 

Only a look and a voice, then darkness again and a silence."

This program implements NEC2 and is 
considered to be the "standard" for amateur antenna system analysis. I 
limit it to "amateur" since the price for programs intended for the 
professional market is many times that of EZNEC. However, EZNEC is widely 
used in professional circles as well.

EZNEC does far more than calculate antenna system parameters, as you will 
see from the demo program. And as you probably know, Roy is regarded as one 
of the leading antenna system experts in the amateur and professional 
communities.

To my knowledge, the only time ARRL has come in favor of no-code was when 
the FCC initiated the drive for a no-code VHF Technician license. At the 
time, the League asked the FCC to institute a no-code license with 
priveleges of 222 MHz and above. The Commission decided to change the 
existing Technician license to no longer require a Morse code test. 


In the present round of restructuring, the League asked the Commission to 
retain 4 classes of Amateur license, with a Morse code speed of 12 WPM at 
the upper end. The Commission chose do otherwise. 


Even with that, I know a number of ARRL members who would like to see the 
Morse code test eliminated altogether. I know a number of members who did 
not want to see any change to the existing rules. IMHO, the ARRL Board of 
Directors put together a compromise position. They did not do exactly what 
I had suggested, nor did the FCC. And, ultimately, it was the FCC that 
chose the present structuring of Amateur Radio. 


But, IMHO, the question of Morse code testing, in either direction, does not 
even make the top 10 list of problems facing Amateur Radio today. And you

Karl - I don't understand your comments about resonant antennas being better 
than nonresonant antennas. It seens to fly in the face of my understanding 
of antennas and resonance, as well as my own experience. 


As I understand it, resonance in an antenna occurs when the reactance goes 
to zero, leaving a pure resistance. This occurs when the antenna is a half 
wave or odd multiples of a half wave long. Reduced a bit, of course, by the 
Capaiative end loading. Thus the half wave dipole is resonant, as is an 
antenna which is one and a half wavelengths long. The G5RV is designed to be 
one and a half wavelengths long on 20 M, thus it iis resonant. 


Your comment that a dipole "will be at least 1 s-unit stronger off the 
sides" than a non resonant antenna doesn't make sense to me. I currently use 
a 44 ft center fed antenna from 10 M to 40 M. This is resonant on only one 
freauwncy in the range I use it; about 10.116 MHz. However it has about 3 dB 
gain over a dipole on 10 M. The advantage over a "resonant antenna" 
decreases until at 10 MHz it is equal to a reaonant antenna (dipole). At 40 
M it is about a dB down from a resonant antenna. At no point in my operating 
range will a "dipole will be at least 1 s-unit stronger off the sides" (as 
you said in your post) than my non resoanant antenna. At all frequencies the 
maximum radiation lobe is perpendicular to the antenna. 


I do not believe that an antenna that is resonant is superior to an antenna 
that is not resonant . In fact, I beleive that a nonresonant antenna can 
out performa a reaonant antenna under many conditions. Please let me know 
what if I am missing anything here. - Duffey

As Walt Maxwell points out in "Reflections" and "Reflections II" xanyx 
antenna is brought into resonance - zero reactance at the feedpoint - when 
the antenna system (antenna and transmission line) is properly "tuned" at 
the line input to present a 50-ohm load to the transmitter. 


The conjugate match achieved at the tuner output or line input ( there is 
some argument over the exact point in the system where the match occurs) 
creates a conjugate match at every other junction in the system. Hence, the 
impedance presented by the line at the antenna end is precisely the 
impedance required to cause the net driving point impedance of the antenna 
to become purely resistive. 


Thus, even though the antenna itself may not be resonant in the sense of 


being a one-half wwavelength wire, for example, it becomes resonant in the 
zero reactance sense when the tuner at the input end of the line is 
adjusted to present a 50-ohm resistive load to the transmitter. 


Thus, the argument over resonant and non-resonant antennas becomes somewhat 
moot. A "resonant" antenna can be fed with a coax line and things adjusted 
at the antenna end to present a desired low SWR for the line, etc. A 
"non-resonant" antenna will necessarily be fed with a low-loss line 
operating at some SWR but with a tuner at the input end transforming the 
line input impedance to the desired transmitter load resistance. Given the 
ideal case of a lossless line and tuner, no difference exists between the 
two situations. 


In the process of achieving that transformation, a conjugate match is 
achieved both at the line input and the line output where the antenna is 
connected. The conjugate match at the output end presents the impedance 
required to reduce the antenna driving point impedance to a purely 
resistive load. 


A key point in all this is that barring losses in the tuner and in the 
line, which can be made acceptably low and in many cases no higher than the 
"normal" loss in coax in a 1:1 environment, any antenna whether resonant or 
not within itself is ultimately operated as a resonant structure. Since 
all the power delivered by the transmitter must be either dissipated as 
heat in the tuner and line and antenna structure or radiated, it would seem 
to make little difference whether one designs an intentional "resonant" 
antenna or achieves the same effect and performance with the aid of a tuned 
line and an intrinsically non-resonant structure. Both approaches must 
radiate all delivered power that is not dissipated in resistive loss. 


This way of looking at line/antenna operation appears to be confirmed by 
the EZNEC modelling results recently posted here. 


"Reflections" and it later version are, in my mind, required reading for 
anyone interested in antenna system theory and design.

Karl - I don't understand your comments about resonant antennas being better 
than nonresonant antennas. It seens to fly in the face of my understanding 
of antennas and resonance, as well as my own experience. 


As I understand it, resonance in an antenna occurs when the reactance goes 
to zero, leaving a pure resistance. This occurs when the antenna is a half 
wave or odd multiples of a half wave long. Reduced a bit, of course, by the 
capalative end loading. Thus the half wave dipole is resonant, as is an 
antenna which is one and a half wavelengths long. The G5RV is designed to be 
one and a half wavelengths long on 20 M, thus it iis resonant. 


Your comment that a dipole "will be at least 1 s-unit stronger off the 
sides" than a non resonant antenna doesn't make sense to me. I currently use 
a 44 ft center fed antenna from 10 M to 40 M. This is resonant on only one 
freauwncy in the range I use it; about 10.116 MHz. However it has about 3 dB 
gain over a dipole on 10 M. The advantage over a "resonant antenna" 
decreases until at 10 MHz it is equal to a reaonant antenna (dipole). At 40 
M it is about a dB down from a resonant antenna. At no point in my operating 
range will a "dipole will be at least 1 s-unit stronger off the sides" (as 
you said in your post) than my non resoanant antenna. At all frequencies the 
maximum radiation lobe is perpendicular to the antenna. 


I do not believe that an antenna that is resonant is superior to an antenna 
that is not resonant . In fact, I beleive that a nonresonant antenna can 
out performa a reaonant antenna under many conditions. Please let me know 
what if I am missing anything here. - Duffey

What I used in the fifties was a Neon bulb with two wires. I attached 
one end to the top of the tank circuit in my tuner (built in an open 
plywood box .. no TV locally at the time!), let the other end "float" 
and tuned for max brightness .. this feeding a random wire.

I think you'll find that the "neon bulb" was capacitively 
coupled to the feedline (in the "old days", they often used 
end-fed Zepps, "L" antennas (also end-fed)) with only ONE 
terminal of the "neon bulb" connected to the feedline (which 
was also usually the "feedline" of the antenna"). The other 
"terminal" was simply the capacitance between the operator's 
hand, or the capacitance between the internal elements of the 
neon bulb and ground (depending on the r.f. power output of 
the transmitter).

Exactly so! 


In fact, the famous Heakit "AC-1" antenna tuner of the mid-50's 

used an NE-2 neon lamp as the "tuning indicator". It was mounted 

in a rubber grommet on the front panel of the tuner, with only the 
center-pin (of the lamp housing) connected to the r.f£. line. It worked 
well with only about 10-25 watts of power (usually from a Heath 

AT-1 transmitter) and an end-fed wire.
